(except the tobacco crop.) it is sow ii before, and 
gathered afte'-, corn, and requires no attention 
when wheat is sown, harvested, or thrashed. It 
will grow year alter year, on the same ground, on 
which, if siilficiently rich, it -is (iic surest crop. It 
is liable to ho diseases, and injured by an iuost^ts. 

Tzia SOIL. 

The soil should he deep clean, dry, lach and mel- 
low.
